In as much as the Central States Exposition at Aurora, IIli- 
nois, was to be the opening event for our season’s campaign, plans 
were made for an early start. .The route along highway No. 20 
took us through a very rich section of Iowa and Northern Illinois. 
Locally conditions this season had not been the best for June 19th 
is registered as the last rain.

Threshing across 
the river was not so far 
advanced, but pastures 
were in better condition 
and carried much more 


at the little town of Creston, Illinois. A brief stop here found Mr. 
Pierce and his two sons at the barn clipping the club calves and 
getting them ready for the fall shows. The boys had some pretty 
attractive things in the stalls and they will no doubt prove big 
factors in keeping the Aberdeen-Angus banner afloat this fall. The 
herd bull now being used in this herd is a lowset thick made bull 
with a very fine skin and coming through the Carpenter & Ross im- 
portation is very much of the old country type.

Angus animals shown by the Hartley Stock 
Farms were all from this famous cow—

many years on a Western Canada 
William Gibb, of Killam, Alberta, 
the man who handled the great herd owned 
by John Evans, Jr., in the latter days of 
last century, made his appearance as a 
judge at a large fair when he placed the 
‘Aberdeen-Angus awards at Edmonton.

The junior calf Idol- 
mere 6th owned by Congdon & Battles dis- 
placed the senior yearling Black Woodlawn 
of Vauxhall for the junior championship, 
but Prizemere 44th took the senior and 
grand and the order of the main awards 
was not otherwise materially altered. The 
Rosemere calf has a little more type than 
the Vauxhill yearling, but he does not have 
the scale or thickness.

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The Aberdeen-Angus exhibit at the 75th 
Anniversary of the Illinois State Fair can 
be described by the word “improvement.” 
The Doddies opened up the show on Mon- 
day morning and made a fine display for 
the fair goers. The aged bull class was 
headed by the well known Blackcap Bando- 
lier 2d owned by Henry Schmuecker & Son, 
Blairstown, lowa. This veteran looked as 
fresh as ever and later was given the su- 
preme honor of the show by being made 
Senior and Grand Champion. The invasion 
from other states was stopped in the bull 
classes by J. G. Tolan, of Farmingdale, IIli- 
nois. Tolan entries won all blues in the re- 
maining bull classes. However, he met 
strong competition from W. W. Wilson & 
Son, Muncie, Indiana, Woodcote Farms, 
Schmuecker and Thompson. The Junior 
Championship was placed on Blackcap Rev- 
olution 6th, a very promising senior calf. 
Tolan also made a big getaway on two bulls 
bred and owned by exhibitor, winning Ist, 
2nd and 3rd. 

The female classes were more uniform 
and more hotly contested than was the case 
in the bull classes. The blues were very 
evenly divided. The aged ring was an in- 
teresting one. There were Equity of Wood- 
cote, a splendid top cow with a lot of scale; 
Erica of Glenrock 4th, a very thick low set 
cow; Eldora Elmore, a very breedy cow and 
Black Empress of White River 5th; posses- 
sessing thickness of covering, coupled with 
smoothness and scale. These qualifications 
seemed to appeal to the judge and she was 
chosen as a winner of the blue. Eldora El- 
more carried off the red; the white falling 
to Equity of Woodcote and the Schmuecker 
entry came in 4th. 

The two year old ring was headed by a 
rather popular winner—Excel of Woodcote, 
owned by Woodcote Farms. This heifer will 
be a trouble maker to competitors wherever 
shown this year. She possesses a wonderful 
top, great depth and plenty of smoothness, 
but was defeated for senior championship 
by the thick covered Black Empress of 
White River 5th, that was later made Grand 
Champion female of the show. 


The Senior yearling class was a uniform 
one, Erina 13th, owned by Tolan was suc- 
cessful in winning first—a very likeable 
heifer, altho the judge would not have made 
a mistake if he had started this class with 
Blackbird W. of Maple Grove, owned by 
Wilson & Son. Wilson heifer can not help 
but be a winner thruout the circuit. Tolan 
again captured the blue in the Junior year- 
ling ring on a very sweet type of heifer that 
was later made Junior champion; Wilson 
landing second with Robert Crespo of Sey- 
mour, Ill., placing third. 

The summer yearling ring was the weak- 
est string of the female classes. Schmueck- 
er heading this class with Fair Blackbird— 
a real low set Schmuecker type. 

The Senior heifer calf class was full of 
good ones and headed by a real prospect— 
Blackbird of Pinehurst 5th, owned by 
Schmuecker. Blackberry the 47th, a Tolan 
entry, was a very likeable calf. Elba El- 
more 3rd—a good heifer, that needed a lit- 
tle more beef made a good 3rd. She was in 
the H. A. Thompson string.

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Missouri’s Best Show 


Aberdeen-Angus Outnumber Other Beef Breeds 


27th anniversary of the Missouri 
PR Fair was held at Sedalia, August 20 
to 27, 1927. The slogan appearing at the 
bottom of the title page on the official pro- 
gram catalog reads: “More than a quarter 
of a century old and and still growing.” A 
number of fine new buildings have been 
added since last we met here. The new ad- 
ministration building is a fine piece of 
architecture and furnishes a permanent 
abiding place for the management, a fine 
brick structure and centrally located. 

Laboring under the impression that the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding classes were to 
be shown on Monday morning we hustled 
along highway No. 65 which passes a few 
miles east of Webster City and comes di- 
rectly through by way of Des Monies to 
Sedalia. On the Missouri side of the line 
the highway is paved most of the way, part 
of this distance with but one-half the regu- 
lation width. We are not so sure but that 
the same system would prove a blessing in 
lowa, at least at times. More miles could 
be covered with the same expense and it 
would afford a means of getting out of the 
mud and onto solid footing just that much 
sooner. 

Arriving early Monday morning we soon 
discovered that the Aberdeen-Angus sec- 
tion was scheduled for Thursday. Thus this 
tssue is being held a day in order that a full 
report of the Missouri State fair might ap- 
pear in due season. Readers will please 
bear with us in our shortcomings should we 
fail to give better service than in the past. 

The single steer classes were exhibited on 
Monday. There were six competitors, four 
from Missouri and the Fullerton herd from 
Oklahoma, and an entry or two from the 
Rowles herd of lowa. A. W. (Wood) Har- 
ris, of Harris, Missouri, did an excellent 
piece of judging and was greeted by a num- 
ber of exceptionally good steers. Evans of 
Sunbeam a grandson of Blackcap Bessie of 
Page won the senior class for Fullerton & 
Sons, and was made champion Aberdeen- 
Angus. The summer class was won by Pet- 
er Johnson, shown by young J. B. McCorkle, 
of the firm of Otho McCorkle & Son, Fayet- 
te, Missouri. This was an excellently fitted 
calf with genuine Aberdeen-Angus type and 
a great iot of quality. Fullerton won the 
junior class with Bobbie of Sunbeam, an- 
other good one. This same firm won the 
three steer group also. 

The grade senior class was won by Ful- 
lerton with B. P. Sunbeam, second and third 
places were held by Herefords and fourth 
by a Shorthorn. The summer class won by 
Shirley Drew, a little Miss showing her Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steer Charlie; two Herefords 
stood next and a Shorthorn fourth. 

Wm. Rowles & Son, of Onawa, Iowa, had 
the only entry in the junior class, so all 
three classes of grades were won by Aber- 
deen-Angus. The Fullerton steer being 


made grand champion grade. Thus Super- 


intendent Geo. Porteous had the honor of 
taking away all the purple ribbons offered 
this year in pure bred and grade Aberdeen- 
Angus sections. A complete list of win- 
nhings will be found at the end of the breed- 
ing classes. 

The Aberdeen-Angus display smacked of 
old times when the venerable McHenry, A. 


C. Binnie, and others used to slip across the 
line to cross bats with the men of Old Mis- 
souri, for Missouri in “them days” led the 
procession in Aberdeen-Angus affairs. The 
1927 show was the talk of the fair grounds. 
They not only exceeded the other breeds in 
numbers but the Bonnie Blacks attracted as 
much if not more attention at the hands of 
state fair visitors. By the way in all our 
experience never did we come across a place 
where the throngs gathered as early and 
milled so steadily throughout the day in the 
narrow passage ways in the stock barns and 
along the walks that lead from one exhibit 

“When are they going to judge the 
Blacks?” had been sung up and down the 
Doddie allies from the first day the barns 
were opened until Thursday morning. Thurs- 
day is a bit late in the week for a real Ab- 
erdeen-Angus show and in as much as we 
have hinted for a little more money for 1928 
it is quite unlikely that the Bonnie Blacks 
will be so neglected again. The “Angus 
boys” are a fine bunch of fellows to have 
around was hinted a time or two. The Jour- 
nal is sure that when folks learn to know 
us and our cattle they surely will apperciate 
men and beasts alike. 

The aged bull class was first out—three 
of them. Plenty of scale all around. Ful- 
lerton’s Postman’s Monarch is a deep, low- 
set bull, with a lot of style and character, 
full in the twist, nicely quartered, and well 
balanced. He won over the Shipton bull 
Ermit, by only a small margin. They were 
both well finished and carried an abundance 
of rightly placed fleshing. Hoelscher Broth- 
ers had their bull in much better shape than 
last year and while he carried a great 
amount of scale he lacked finish to compete 
with the other pair. A good bull just the 
same. 

In the two year old class Blackcap Bazil 
a son of old.Earl Marshall was so close to 
the ground that it was most necessary to 
use a stone boat to get him across the lot 
to the ring. He is deep and wide and was 
presented in splendid form. He was just 
strong enough that the other two could not 
even excite him during the showing. Mr. 
Dickinson’s bull was not in high flesh. More 
meat would have made a lot of difference 
with him. Just in fine shape to go along 
breeding well. 

George Porteous did not plan to have his 
chances spoiled for the purple so brought 
out in the next class Black Beryl T—he was 
outstanding. Held the top and later secur- 
ed the Senior and grand championship of 
the show. 

The senior yearling class had out six 
head. This same Porteous brought along a 
tidy pair for this show and he refused to 
even separate them for present company. 
The first prize winner Playman of Sunbeam 
2d looks if anything a better bull than his 
illustrious sire, the world’s fair grand cham- 
pion and International grand champion 
Playman of Sunbeam did at his age. The 
Johnsons had a mighty fine sort of a calf 
that stood third. He looks like there would 
a considerable outcome to him. 

There were seven summer yearlings and 
Fullerton captured first here too with a 
likely calf called. Eileenmere’s Elba. Kahn 
Brothers of Sedalia had quite a promising 


calf that ‘stood second, showing a marked 
improvement in quality and condition over 
former years. Ten baby bulls furnished one 
that secured for Fullerton’s the Junior and 
reserve grand championship ribbon. 

The female classes were the sensation 
of the whole show. With but a single ex- 
ception they were exceedingly typey, full 
of character, strong tops, good middles, well 
balanced, refined, nicely covered, neat and 
attractive about the heads and fronts. While 
Fullerton won a pair of firsts in the senior 
set, and succeeded in landing senior cham- 
pionship with his two year old Ida of Sun- 
beam he could not weather the storm to the 
finish for Rowles had junior champion in 
his senior yearling Maple River Erinna 4th 
by Black Marshall 2d and she would not 
listen to any argument against her. She 
held the grand championship and she made 
a real grand champion. 

The pinch for time and space compels 
shortening this discourse and we feel that 
we are slighting the cows and heifers de- 
cidedly.

New Aberdeen-Angus Breeders. 

Records in the office of the Secretary of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association show an increased interest in 
pure bred beef cattle. This is indicated by 
the number of farmers who have purchased 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle during the 
first nine months of the fiscal year. 

Transfer reports on the sale of cattle to 
671 new men who had no pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus on record were received from 
November 1st to August 1st. The ten lead- 
ing states in which these new breeders re- 
side, are Iowa first with 142, Missouri sec- 
ond with 89, Minnesota 53, Illinois 34, West 
Virginia 30, Nebraska 29, Kentucky 25, 
North Dakota 24, Tennessee 22 and Maine 
19. The cattle were distributed in 39 dif- 
ferent states, Canada, Mexico and Hawaii. 
With the increase in price for beef cattle on 
the market there likely to be a continued in- 
crease in the demand for pure bred beef 
cattle, says Secretary Tomhave.

The Ewes Should de Grained éefore Breeding 


Will the 1928 


lamb crop be a 
profitable one to 
‘ou? All flock 


owners should be 
interested in the 
answer to this 
question. The 
writer is sure 
that the 1928 
lamb crop will 
bring a goo 
price upon the 
market. Beef cat- 
tle prices are on 
the up grade and 
this is going to 
react favorably 
upon farm flocks 
throughout the 
Middle West. 
There is not an 
over supply of 
sheep. According 
to the 1926 esti- 
mate there are 
40,748,000 sheep in the United States com- 
pared with 57,809,000 in 1910. There is no 
factor which can lower the price of sheep 
in 1928 to any marked degree with the ex- 
ception of taking the tariff off of wool, and 
there is no danger of this happening. 

There should be more sheep upon the av- 
erage farm because there are several out- 
standing advantages of sheep ona farm. A 
few of the main advantages are as follows: 

1. Two sources of profit: 

a. Lambs. 

b. Wool. 

A small initial investment. 

Quick returns. 

Utilize by-products. 

Will eat over 500 varieties of weeds 
and clean up waste stubble land. 


6. Economical users of feed. 


A good ewe if properly taken care of will 
make 100 per cent on the investment. The 
condition of the ewes at this time of the 
year should not be neglected. Most farm 
flocks are in thin condition. This year’s 
lamb crop has been taken away leaving the 
ewes nursed down. The pastures are gen- 
erally short throughout August and the 
first part of September. It has been proven 
by experimental results that ewes losing or 
standing still in condition do not produce as 
large lamb crop as ewes gaining in condi- 
tion. The increase of the lamb crop, if the 
ewes are thrifty and gaining in condition, 
will show an increase of 15 to 25 per cent. 
The practice of stimulating the ewes with 
extra feed ten days to two weeks before 
breeding is called flushing. This is practic- 
ed by all good shepherds on both sides of 
the water. It only takes a little time and 
a small amount of feed. Oats and a little 
corn is all that is necessary and no grain is 
needed if a good fresh pasture is available. 
_— are several advantages to flushing 

es: 


1. It will bring the ewes into heat more 
nearly together, this will produce a uniform 
amb crop which is desirable from the 
standpoint of care and selling. 

2. The number of lambs produced de- 
pend upon the ewe provided the stud ram 
Is a breeder because ewes gaining will pro- 
duce more eggs or reproductive cells. 


Sie gepe 


To materially increase the lamb crop for 192S8—feed one-half pound of grain daily 
during the two weeks prior to breeding. 


3. More sure to settle with the first ser- 
vice. 

This will put the ewe flock in good condi- 
tion, but the ewes are really only half the 
flock, someone once truthfully said “A good 
ram is half the flock, a poor ram all of the 
flock.” When a mature ram can settle from 
35 to 60 ewes the sheep owner cannot af- 
ford to have a cheap ram. Farmers are too 
prone to have only one qualification when 
they are selecting a ram and this one is— 
to be a male animal. Some points which 
should be considered in selecting a ram: 

1. To be as near as possible to the stand- 
ard of the breed represented. 

2. Size which should come in width and 
depth of body and not in height and length. 
3. Good substance of bone and well set 
egs. 

4. Masculinity. 

5. Constitution. 

6. Uniformity of width and depth of 
body with straight lines. 

7. Fleece should not be forgotten be- 
cause it represents about 33 per cent of the 
income from a flock. 

A little care and a pure bred ram will 
mean more profit for your labor.

The County Fair. 


One of the most interesting events in an 
agricultural community is the County Fair. 
We start in at the entrance gate and go 
down Midway.

Across the way is a row of stands with 
many gay colored blankets as a background. 
Put down a dime and take a chance on a 
blanket. Many dimes are put on the num- 
bers. The wheel is turned but after watch- 
ing several times, and no one wins a blank- 
et, we move on. Still, they must be honest, 
we have seen several blankets being carried 
around. Here is one attendant insisting 
that we try once. It will cost us nothing 
and we win nothing. We try. Sure enough 
we hit a red ticket—that means a blanket. 
Now we pay a quarter and hit a black one. 
Just our luck? Perhaps. 


In the cattle barns are a fine exhibit: 
Jerseys, Holsteins, Herefords, Aberdeen- 
Angus, Shorthorns are all represented by 
fine herds. They are on their way to the 
State Fair and the owners are loyal enough

to their county to show them here. They 
will go to all leading shows and bring back 
their share of honors as their predecessors 
have always done. Our Botna Valley has 
long been noted for its fine herds and per. 
haps not a little credit belongs to this Fair 
Association. It was started as a County 
Agriculture Society in 1875 by a few citi- 
zens—my father being one of them. As 
was the case with most enterprises of this 
kind it was not a paying institution at first 
but in 1881 premiums to the amount of 
$1500 were paid. Since then it has beena 
success both financially and educationally, 


On one side of the cattle barn we finda 
large exhibit of baby beef entered by the 
boys and girls in calf club work. This is 
the very best feature of the entire fair. 
Here the foundation to build well, work 
regular, selection value, reason, courage to 
lose—all these are being woven into the 
warp and woof of their lives and they make 
for character. The judging is completed. A 
beautiful Aberdeen-Angus calf, that has 
been fitted by a charming girl, has won 
the championship. We are satisfied. Let 
me say right here that as parents of these 
boys and girls, let us give them the best 
obtainable for this club work. It may cost 
a little more in the beginning but it takes 
as much feed and grooming to show a poor 
calf as it does to show a good one. We can 
economize somewhere else. The best is not 
too good for these ambitious, industrious, 
America boys and girls. 


Now we go to the pens to see the boys 
in their pig club classes. Here is a lad 
showing Hampshires. He is having such a 
time to keep them in the pen. They will 
jump over. They have a blue ribbon and 
look fine. We would like to taste the super- 
ior bacon they will make. 


The poultry exhibit is exceptionally good. 
Here is a boy who is disappointed. His 
chickens did not win. Never mind sonny. 
Judges differ. We remember, several years 
ago at this fair a wonderful animal was giv- 
en second place and a few months later was 
made Grand Champion at the Chicago In- 
ternational. Just try again.

The dresses 
were designed for a particular type and 
showed taste in the selection of material, 
the pattern, and trimming; practical in be- 
ing easily laundered; thorough knowledge 
in pattern and_ fitness of type, and were 
neatly made. One demonstration given by 
the girls was on pressing clothes. It was 
interesting and well given. 

To study people, particularly farm people 
is always interesting and here it can be 
done advantageously. Here is a family to 
whom the fair means the one holiday of the 
entire year and how they are enjoying it.

The P oultry House Ventilation 


Elaborate construction and fancy mater- 
ial does not necessarily mean that the poul- 
try house will give the most satisfactory 
results from the standpoint of maintaining 
a healthy, profitable flock of poultry. Of- 
tentimes, an old poultry house can be re- 
modeled so that it will incorporate those 
principles of construction so vitally neces- 
sary to the health and productivity of the 
farm flock. One of the factors that re-

moisture due to dampness in the atmos- 
phere, such as fog, rain or snow. 

Many of our disease bacteria affecting 
poultry will live and develop in a moist me- 
dium. Adequate sunlight and fresh air will 
act as a natural germicide.. Fresh air can 
be provided by proper ventilation. 

The principal sources of dampness are 
the floor, the breathing of the hens and rain 
or snow dashing in the windows. These 
factors can be avoided through proper con- 
struction of the building. Most of the damp- 
ness on the floor of the poultry house is 
caused, primarily, through capillary attrac- 
tion taking the moisture from the substrat- 
as and bringing it to the surface. If there 
is a lack of sunlight and ventilation in the 
poultry house this moisture will accumulate 
and add to the humidity of the house. The 

best method to combat the 
dampness due to capilar- 
SEO. ity is to construct the 


study is the ques- 
tion of ventilation 
as it pertains to the 
laying house. Many 
outbreaks of disease 
and low productiv- 
ity in the farm 
flocks can be attri- 
buted to improper 
ventilation in the poultry house. Fowls are 
outdoor animals. The fact that we are con- 
structing poultry houses as a means of pro- 
tecting the stock from the extremes of 
weather conditions is only one of the steps 
in the domestication of this animal in order 
to increase its productivity. The entire sys- 


tem of housing is artificial yet no one would. 


think of raising poultry in our northern 
states without some protection for the stock. 
The extent of this protection would depend 
upon our ambition to make the stock profit- 
able. 

It is well to remember, in the construc- 
tion of housing equipment, that there are a 
number of natural laws that are hard to 
change through artificial means. When we 
talk ventilation of poultry houses it immed- 
iately brings up the thought of humidity or 
moisture in the poultry house. At the pres- 
ent time, no one can tell the degree of hu- 
midity that is most desirable for poultry; 
in fact, it is contended 
that dryness is very 
important in its rela- 


tion to poultry. Venti- 9

The coldest air in the house is generally 
near the floor. The hens working on the 
floor will breathe this cold air and also 
through contact, will warm the air. This 
warm air given off in breathing will cop. 
tain a certain amount of moisture, which 
will travel upward in the house with the 
warm air. If there is no means provided 
whereby the moisture can be removed from 
the upper portion of the house it will con. 
dense, in cold weather, and cause frost to 
appear on the two-by-fours, ceiling and 
nail heads. This condition is seen very of- 
ten in poultry houses during the winter. 
In the semi-monitor type poultry house 
the warm air travels to the highest part of 
the house—that is, into the upper portion 
of the shed part of the 
house where we find the 
windows, which should be 
hinged at the bottom and 
permitted to swing in- 
ward. These upper win- 
dows serve a dual pur 
pose, viz., they permit the 
sunlight to reach the rear 
of the house and they also

use of openings or flues. 

The secret of good ventilation is keeping the 
air dry and fresh without causing too rapid a 
variation in the house. It is the radical changes 
in the house that throw the birds out of produc- 
tion and often lead to more serious results. 

Ventilation is partly a problem of construc- 
tion and partly one of management. No mat- 
ter how well the principles of ventilation are in- 
corporated in the construction, if the house is 
not managed properly, it cannot and will not 
give the desired results. 

Most poultry houses are capable of giving 
good results with a certain number of birds, the 
number depending upon the size of the house. 
For the small breeds allow from 2% to 3 feet 
and for the large breeds 342 to 4 feet. 

Study the action of the birds in the house. 
Oftentimes, by close observation, defects in the 
ventilation can be found and remedied. 

The importance of ventilation is not only a 
factor in the elimination of moisture but the 
gases given off in respiration and evapora- 

tion of the feces

Length Drafts.—Lengh drafts in the poultry 
house are caused by constructing a building fifty 
or more feet in length and placing no partitions 
in the building.

Aberdeen-Angus cattle were introduced 
into this country some twenty-five or thirty 
years ago by the pioneer breeder S. S. 
Hooper, of Robbinsville, N. C., who owns a 
mountain farm and depends on the free 
range for his grazing. Cattle have proven 
protitable with him as he only has to feed a 
short time through the bad snowy weather 
in the winter. His cattle come off the range 
in good shape in December and January and 
are taken out again in March. Cattle have 
been known to stay on the range all winter 
and be in good shape in the spring. Some 
times they will gain from two to five hun- 
dred pounds in one season. 

Mr. Hooper bought his first pure bred 
bull in Virginia to cross on native cows. The 
first cross proved very satisfactory. He 
kept all the heifer calves and crossed them 
with another pure bred bull that he ordered 
from Virginia. This cross making the calves 
three-fourths Aberdeen-Angus and proved 
more satisfactory. After a few years he 
went to the Walnut Hill herd in Virginia 
where he purchased a number of pure bred 
heifers. He also purchased from Mr. A. L. 
French Nosegay’s Jester 106523 who was a 
grandson of Gay Blackbird 14443 which 
proved to be one of the best bulls that was 
ever in this section. From Mr. Hooper’s 
herd cattle have been sold all over Western 
North Carolina and East Tennessee. Mr. 
John Hitch the pioneer breeder of East Ten- 
nessee and Blount County purchased his 
first Aberdeen-Angus cattle from Mr. 
Hooper. His first bull was Walnut Hill’s 
Jock. 

When I was a small boy I bought for my 
father from Mr. Hooper twenty grade cows 
and a pure bred bull. Later we bought two 
pure bred cows from Mr. Hooper which 
have done a good work towards helping 
blacken the country. 

In the fall of 1923 I bought two pure bred 
heifers from my father and a bull from 
Mr. Hooper. My oldest cow Hilda’s Polly 
370345 was calved February 1, 1922. She 
has produced for me three heifers and the 
oldest, Dimple W. 388960, brought a nice 
heifer calf from Black Duke W. 4th 398416, 
February 1, 1927. The other heifer pur- 
chased from my father at the same time 
brought a bull calf which I sold to a man 
in Georgia for $55.00. I later bought an- 
other heifer calf from my father. Last fall 
I went to Maryville, Tennesee, and bought 
from Mr. John Hitch a Queen Mother heifer 
sired by Earl Marshall 4th 351888 sired by 
Earl Marshall and three other heifers from 
Mr. Wade Wells who had bought them from 
Mr. Hitch and wanted to sell to replace 
them with dairy cows. One of them was a 
Queen Mother heifer and she had a heifer 
calf sired by Earl Marshall 4th. One other, 
a Nosegay heifer, had a bull calf that had 
scurs, I fed him and killed him. He was 
the best meat that I have ever eaten. I do 
not want any with horns. I intend to eat 
the calves as long as I can that do not 
please me as breeders. The other heifer, a 
Delia brought a bull calf sired by Earl Mar- 
shall 4th. He is a very promising young 
fellow and has a right to be as his mother 
has Erwin C., Oakville Quiet Lad and of 
course Black Woodlawn in her pedigree. I 
may use him some myself. 

I think my cows were very good to me 
last spring as a beginner in the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle world as they produced five 
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calves and only one of them a bull, |

They cap 
tell the man who likes them and who does 
not for those that do not like them hay 
wild cattle regardless of the kind of cattle 
they are breeding. I have seen some men 
that had something about them that attract.

gus cattle are very much the same way, 
They know who likes them and who will k 
good to them. A man who does not have 
those qualifications should stay out of the 
Aberdeen-Angus game.—G. Wayne Walker, 
Andrews, N. C.
